Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Environmental  condition  of  the  Urban  District  of  Padiham,  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1972.  The  layout  follows  the  usual  pattern  and  the 
contents  include  all  the  items  requested  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security. 

This  is  the  last  annual  report  that  I  shall  be  presenting  to  you  as 
member  of  Padiham  Urban  District  Council,  as  both  the  Council  and  the  title 
and  position  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  be  disappearing  in  a  few 
months  time.  We  are  thus  seeing  the  end  of  a  long  line  of  reports  which 
have  faithfully  recorded  the  changing  health  and  social  patterns  of  the 
local  population,  and  it  is  because  these  changes  have  been  consistently 
for  the  better  that  the  work  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  present 
form  is  almost  done. 

We  take  for  granted  our  supply  of  clean  safe  water,  our  disposal  of 
sewage  and  our  freedom  from  infectious  disease,  but  it  was  not  always  so. 

A  glance  at  the  literature  of  the  last  century  reveals  the  appalling 
conditions  in  which  so  many  people  lived  and  the  epidemics  of  cholera  and 
other  diseases  which  ravaged  the  papulation;  but  then  the  pressure  from 
the  early  sanitary  reformers,  the  efforts  of  the  pioneer  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  together  with  advance  in  medical  knowledge  established  Public 
Health  on  a  firm  basis  culminating  in  the  comprehensive  Public  Health  Act 

of  1875. 

In  the  century  since  then,  we  have  added  25  years  to  the  average  life 
span  and  in  the  few  years  since  the  last  war  we  have  virtually  eliminated 
the  remainder  of  the  old  killing  diseases.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the 
function  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  altered  so  drastically  in 
recent  years  and  the  time  has  now  come  for  him  to  retire  from  the  local 
government  scene  together  with  his  annual  reports. 

Another  piece  of  history  is  written. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  all  the  work 
they  have  put  in  during  1972.
